Transportation Facilities 
and Highways Are 
Jammed — Warnings 
on Avoiding Auto, Fire- 
works Accidents. 


St. Louisans jammed railroad 
trains, busses, airplanes and 
private automobiles last night and 
yesterday to take advantage of 
what for many persons was the 
start of a three-day Fourth-of- 
July weekend. 

Highways leading out of St. 
Louis in all directions were more 
crowded than usual, and the Mis- 
souri State Highway Patrol, which , 


has warned against fast driving | 


and cautioned motorists to “play 
it safe,” reported traffic was in- 
creasing in volume. 

At Union Station, the midway 
surged with the largest crowd 
since Christmas, and trains leav- 
in the station appeared to be 
filled with passengers leaving the 
city for Independence day cele 
brations with friends and rela- 
tives in other towns. Incoming 
trains also were crowded with 
passengers visiting relatives in St. 


Louis or changing trains for other 
tions. 

Extra Busses in Service. 

Similar conditions existed also 
at bus terminals, with extra busses 
being pressed into service to han- 
dle the crowds. At Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, traffic was heavy and 
the administration building 
crowded with travelers and per- 
sons awaiting friends or relatives 
arriving on inbound aircraft. 

All city, state and federal 
courts will be closed tomorrow, as 
will all banks, the St. Louis Stock 
Exchange and all department 
stores and specialty shops that 
belong to the Associated Retailers 
of St. Louis. 

Retail stores which normally 
observe business hours from noon 
to 8:30 or 9 p.m. tomorrow will 
be open those same hours on 
‘Tuesday. Other stores, however, 
will follow their normal Tuesday 
daytime hours. 

There will be no regular mail 
delivery tomorrow, Postmaster 
Bernard F. Dickman announced, 
although the main ‘post office at 
Eighteenth and Market streets 
will be open for the sale of 
stamps. Special delivery letters, 
eas usual, will delivered. All 
substations of the St. Louis office 
will be closed. 

Library to Be Closed. 


Librarian Charles H. Compton 
announced that the Central Pub- 
lic Library at Thirteenth and 
Olive streets would be closed to- 
day so employes might take ad- 
vantage of a two-day holiday pe- 
riod. The -Central Library and 
all of its branches in the city will 
be closed tomorrow. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health 
commissioner, noting that the 
three principal causes of holiday 
casualties in other years have 
been fireworks, traffic accidents 
and drownings, said: 

“Remember, there is no such 
thing as a harmless firework. If, 
however, you receive an injury 
from fireworks, go at once to 
your family physician. He will 
decide if you should receive teta- 
nus antitoxin, It is also available 
at the city hospitals for those un- 
able to consult a private physi- 
cian,” ‘ 

Precautions Emphasized. 

Precautions: he emphasized for 

St. Louisang planning to leave 
the city included: “Avoid automo- 
bile accidents by driving carefully. 
Avoid deep water if you are un- 
able to swim. Avoid sunburn by 
exposing yourself to the sun only 
for short periods of time. Avoid 
drinking water from any but an 
approved water supply.” 
‘ A warning that the city’s fire- 
works ordinance -prohibits the 
purchase and possession of fire- 
works was issued by Chief of Po- 
lice Jeremiah O’Connell. He said 
children found to have fireworks 
in their possession would be 
warned once and arrested the sec- 
ond time. He urged also that mo- 
torists drive with extreme care so 
as to avoid accidents.

HOLIDAY WEEKEND 
IS ONE-THIRD OVER 


66 Die in Traffic Accidents; 
Estimate That 290 Will 
Lose Lives on Highways. 


CHICAGO, July 2 (AP)—The 
Fourth of. July weekend brought 
violent death to 121 persons before 
it was even one-third over. 

Led by traffic fatalities, the 
deaths mounted steadily today as 
the season’s biggest rush of auto- 
mobiles crowded the nation’s high- 
Ways. 

Seventy-six persons died in traf- 
fic accidents. Thirty-one drowned 
and 14 were killed in miscel- 
laneous accidents. Four persons 
died in a single traffic accident in 


sa naga crash took four lives in 


exas. 
The National Safety Council has 
estimated that traffic deaths for 
the weekend will reach 290. 

Two traffic fatalities and two 
drownings were reported from 
Missouri. 


FIRE ON BRIDGE 
FORCES 4 RADIO 
STATIONS OFF AIR 


Four St. Louis radio stations 
were forced off the air for brief 
periods late yesterday when ‘fire 
damaged three telephone cables 
crossing Eads bridge. The small 
blaze, of undetermined origin, oc- 
curred on the railroad deck, and 
did not affect vehicular traffic 
on the upper deck of the bridge. 
Damage to the lead-covered ca- 
bles knocked out about 70 long- 
distance telephone circuits, 88 in- 
teroffice lines and 25 miscellaneous 
circuits. 

The radio stations affected were 
those with studios in St. Louis and 
transmitters on the East Side. 
Post-Dispatch Station KSD went 
off the air at 5:26 o’clcvk, but was 
able to resume broadcasting eight 
minutes later with an auxiliary 
transmitter at the Post-Dispatch 
Building. The station’s frequency 
modulation and television broad- 
casts were not affected. 

Station KSTL was off the air 
for 30 minutes until it set up an 
emergency studio at its trans- 
mitter just. north of MacArthur 
Bridge. Network programs of Sta- 
tion KXOK were cut off, but pro- 
grams originating here were 
broadcast from a studio set up at 
the transmitter near Madison. Sta- 
tion WIL, its AM broadcast inter- 
rupted, improvised by picking up 
its FM program, broadcast from 
the Melbourne Hotel, on a receiver 
at Dupo and piping it to the AM 
transmitter at Dupo.

Dolly Hart Loses Life 
Wading in Mississippi, 
Raymond Taylor Sinks 
to Death in Meramec.

A 14-year-old girl and a youth 
were drowned yesterday in outing 
accidents in the St. Louis area. 

Dolly Hart, 2006 North Wharf, 
drowned. yesterday afternoon 
when she waded from the Illinois 
shore into deep water in the Mis- 
sissippi river-a mile south of Mc- 
Kinley. Bridge. Her brother. Don- 
ald, 18 years old, and Kacy 
Nichols, 2108 North Wharf, swam 
to her assistance, but she strug- 
giled and sank, The body has not 
been recovered. 

Dolly and Donald were members 
of a swimming party, which in- 
cluded Mr. and. Mrs. Nichols and 
the two Nichols daughters, Dolly 
could not swim. 

Raymond Taylor, 19 years old, 
2630 Brannon avenue, drowned 
while swimming with three com- 
panions in the Meramec river, 
near the clubhouse of John Barni, 
403 Yarnell road, St. Louis county. 

Taylor, who was not a strong 
swimmer, sank from sight while 
he and his friends were taking an 
early morning dip about 8.0’clock, 
deputy sheriffs reported. His body 
was recovered four hours later 
with grappling hooks in water 
about 18 feet deep. It was 30 
yards downstream from where he 
disappeared. 

With Taylor in the water at the 
time were Robert Bonaguro, 5332 
Reber place; Samuel DiBartolo, 
2714 Macklind avenue, and Robert 
Hempen, 3147 Watson road. 

“I thought he had gone under 
the water to come after one of 
us and duck us,” Hempen told 
deputy sheriffs. 

Taylor, whose parents are dead, 
lived with his grandmother, Mrs. 
Ellen Wright. He went to the 
clubhouse yesterday with the other 
youths to spend the weekend.

The temperature did 
not fall below 80.8 degrees and 
that reading was at 6 a.m.

Bought Stock Cheap. 

Even at the level of earning for 
Public Service Co.’s stock which 
the city administration apparently 
considers reasonable, National 
City Lines would earn more than 
$800,000 a year, or 56 per cent, 
on its investment in the St. Louis 
transit system. The holding com- 
pany bought in here when the se- 
curities were cheap. 

National City Lines paid $1,466,- 
000 for its Public Service Co. 
stock. From 1941 to the end of 
1948 it had collected $3,040,000 in 
dividends and interest on this in- 
vestment, which had started on a 
smaller scale with the purchase of 
notes and bonds. 

Possible earnings under the fare 
application of Public Service Co. 
were disclosed yesterday through 
analysis by the Post-Dispatch of 
company figures. A showing along 
the same line is expected to be 
made by the city of St. Louis in 
the fare hearing, which will be 
resumed before the state commis- 
sion at Jefferson City next Tues- 
day. 

Would Top War Years. 

Dollar-wise, the company’s pro- 
posal, which is being opposed by 
the city, St. Louis county and vari- 
ous suburbs, calls for the biggest 
volume of annual profits in the 
utility’s history. It had appeared 
previously that the profit sought 
would be at least the biggest since 
the wartime boom years, but the 
further analysis showed that the 
result requested would exceed even 
the earnings of those years. 

This analysis was based on the 
annual earnings for the equity 
in the stock—that is, for the net 
capital considered to belong to 
the stockholders after elimina- 
tion of such things as bonds and 
other debts and the accumulated 
depreciation reserve. This is a 
more stable and significant basis 
than the nominal par value of the 
stock or the fluctuating market 
value,

Youth Grappled With 
Masked Man When He 
Threatened to Attack

LOS ANGELES, July 2 (AP)— 
A high school girl who helped her 
sweetheart kill the masked man 
who shot him and threatened to 
attack her, made plans tonight to 
marry him tomorrow at his bed- 
side. 

15-year-old Betty Bowen and her 
Oklahoma City sweetheart, Alwyn 
(Sonny) Ivers, 19, will be wed as 
they had planned if he is conscious 
tomorrow. ; 

Ivers was given an even chance 
to survive, despite & wound from 
a bullet that entered his mouth 
and lodged in his neck near his 
spine. The boy and his fiancee 
were seated in a car on a hill over- 
looking southwest Los Angeles last 


night when a masked man jerked 
open a door and demanded Ivers’s 
money. 

“Sonny turned over his wallet,” 
Betty told sheriff's officers, “The 
man ordered us both out of the 
car. Sonny got out, but he told me 
to stay in and warned the man 
to leave me alone. The man said 
he’d do what he wanted with me. 
As he -came toward me Sonny 
leaped at him and in the scuffle 
Sonny wag shot. He still grappled 
with the man and knocked him 
down, 

“The gun fell to the ground. I 
seized it and beat the man on the 
head a couple of times. Sonny, 
who was weak and wobbly, said: 
“Give me the gun, honey,” and he 
shot the man four times. 

“T helped Sonny to the car and 
although I never had driven be- 
fore I managed to drive away. I 
shot back in reverse and the car 
stalled. I heard a groan. I got out 
to see what was the matter and 
found I had driven over the man’s 
body. Somehow, I reached a filling 
station and someone called offi- 
cers.” 

Ivers, who came here only yes- 
terday to marry Miss Bowen, was 
conscious at fhtervals. The girl vol- 
unteered blood for a transfusion 
which was to be administered 
later. , 

Miss Bowen told officers she and 
Sonny had gone to the hilltop to 
look at the city, aglow with mil- 
lions of lights. 

“We were talking over our plans 
to be married Sunday at the Cal- 
vary Methodist Church. When this 
man approached us I thought it 
was a gag of some kind. Our 
friends knew where we were g0- 
ing. Not until I heard the shot did 
I really believe the man was in 
earnest.” 

The dead man has not been 
identified. 

Ivers underwent surgery late 
this afternoon and hospital at- 
tendants said his condition was 
“good.” While Ivers fought for his 
life, the girl maintained a vigil 
outside his room. 

Doctors permitted Miss Bowen 
to visit him briefly. She leaned 
over him, seized his hand in hers 
and repeatedly kissed it, crying: 

“Oh, Sonny. Oh, Sonny.” 

Ivers, unable to talk, scribbled 
a note. It read: 

“I love you. How’s the car?”

A hooded 
mob ran the Negroes out of his 
white-Negro cafe, tore down the 
steps at the Negro entrance and 
burned a cross there. 

Another witness was Mrs. Mc- 
Danal, 42-year-old grandmother 
who was threatened for allegedly

'cloth covered with blood. 

Regains His Composure. 


The youth regained on the final 
day of his trial the composure he 
had displayed in the early days tut 
lost when he took the stand and 
described the killing in his own 
words, 

He showed no reaction when 
the verdict was announced.

The state-wide survey, in the 
view of airport experts here, could 
have been conducted for not more 
than $25,000, little more than the 


$21,151 paid for printing the elabo- 
rate report. One engineer recalled 
that a comprehensive airport sur- 
vey of Metropolitan St. Louis was 
complete in 1945 for only $6500, 
and that last year an exhaustive 
study of Illinois highway needs 
by a large Chicago firm cost 


only $36,500. 

Contract for the statewide sur- 
vey was let to Smith, Hinchman 
& Grylis, Inc., a Detfoit firm of 
architects and engineers. Their 
report, consisting of a 157-page 
master volume and nine small re- 
gional reports, contained lengthy, 
dissertations on Illinois geogra- 
phy, sociology and economics; 
general aviation information and 
data obtained from Federal and 
estate aviation agencies. The re- 
port concluded with an airport 
planning program through the 
year 1970. 

$98,000 Fee to Firm. 

Smith, Hinchman & Grylls re- 
ceived $98,000 for their work, the 
printing cost being an extra charge 
against the state. The master re- 
port was printed on extra-heavy 
gloss paper and contained elab- 

rate color charts and maps. 

hree thousand copies were repro- 
duced at a cost of $4.57 a copy. 
Two thousand regional booklets 
were printed, costing $3.86 a copy. 

Even more elaborate was the 
report on the proposed “national 
transport terminal” at Chicago. 
This activity, the inspiration of 
one, F. H. Miles, Jr., a retired 
Army colonel, ended suddenly—at 
least so far as state participation 
was concerned—when the $100,000 
which Green had allocated for the 
etudy ran out about election time 
last November. Retrenchment was 
the order of the day, and the 
project workroom, in the Aero- 
nautics Department office in Chi- 
cago, was shut down.

TELLS HOW FLASH 
FLOOD TOOK BRIDGE 
HE HAD CROSSED 


A graphic description of a nar- 
row escape during the recent 
flash floods in West Vorginia was 
given by Mark Neville, teacher of 
English at John Burroughs School, 
in a letter to his wife, Mrs. Lucy 
Neville, 111 North Woodlawn ayv- 
enue, Kirkwood, 

Neville, an instructor this sum- 
mer at the University of West 
Virginia at Morgantown, described 
a harrowing episode when a 
bridge collapsed just after he had 
driven over it. 


Telling of encountering an un- 
expected rush of water down a 
mountainside, Neville wrote: 

“We decided to turn around. 
How we made it I will never 
know. But make it we did. Our 
Car began to sputter. We made it 
over the bridge. Just as we got to 
higher land, we heard a bang- 
crash-boom. Looking back we 
saw our bridge, a steel one, turned 
and twisted and carried down- 
stream. After about 25 yards it 
crash into a henhouse and set- 
tled down, to show only a steel 
arm. reaching helplessly to the 
sky.” 

Neville; who told how he finally 
reached safety above the flood- 
waters, described scenes of the 
flood and told of conversations 
with refugees quartered in a 
church. He said he had witnessed 
a practical demonstration of the 
need of flood control.

The level of: industrial activity 
was somewhat lower than in 
April, both manufacturing and on- 
site construction being off, al- 
though dollar volume of permits 
for new construction registered a 
slight increase. | 

In the St. Louis area, the bank 
reported, the number of persons 
employed was almost 6000 fewer 
than a year ago. April and May 
of 1949 were the only months since 
the end of the war in which St. 
Louis employment failed to show 
a gain over the previous year.

practically all of the employment 
decline in the St. \Louis area, total 
non-manufacturing employment 
being about the same as a year 
Finance and service were 
the only industries employing 
more persons than in May, 1948. 

Non-agricultural employment 
was slightly off in all the seven 
states comprising the district, with 
the exception of Arkansas. Man- 
ufacturing employment was con- 
siderably lower in the first quar- 
ter of 1949 than in the comparable 
period of 1948. 

Permits awarded for new con- 
struction in the larger cities of 
the district totaled $7,300,000 in 
May, a 12 per cent increase over 
April. A 35 per cent jump in res- 
idential construction was noted, 
increased activity in this field in 
St. Louis, Louisville and Memphis 
offsetting declines in Little Rock 
and Evansville. 

Big Stores’ Sales Down. 

Dollar volume of sales at dis- 
trict department stores during 
ay | declined 5 per cent from that 
of April, and was 3 per cent below 
the volume in May 1948. Firms 
reporting from St. Louis said vol- 
ume of sales in main-store depart- 
ments averaged 9 per cent below 
last year’s volume, while the fig- 
ure for sales in basement divisions 
averaged 6 per cent higher. 

Store inventories in the district 
at the end of May were 6 per cent 
less than on April 30, and 6 per 
cent under the level for the cor- 
responding date of 1948. 

While farm mortgage debt in 
the United States as a whole in- 
creased 5 per cent during 1948, 
Missouri registered an increase of 
only 3 per cent, it was reported, 
and a fractional decline occurred 
in Illinois. 

Volume of bank loans in the dis- 
trict dropped $44,000,000 in the 
four weeks ending in mid-June, 
the most pronounced decline thus 
far in 1949. Of this decline, $22,- 
000,000 was reported by St. Louis’ 
banks, which had 4 per cent less 
in loans than a year ago.

ELEVISION is radio that ean see as well as heer. As this newest medium of 
public communication emerges from infancy its family resemblance to radio 


becomes more obvious. Television 


programs now. 

Those programs will include “household 
comedy” features, some of which are little 
more than visual versions of the familiar 
radio soap operas. One of the best known 
of these programs, for instance, is the Gold- 
bergs. Fall television also will be notable 
for personalities already familiar to radio 
listeners—Jack Benny, Arthur Godfrey, 
Fred Waring and others.  - 

Television is developing some interesting 
dramatic programs, borrowing both from the 
motion pictures and from the ligitimate 
stage—as well as using new talents of its 


own. What is going on, now, is experimen- | 


tal, looking toward what television people 
hope will be a new and original medium, 
with techniques of its own. Meanwhile, 
radio patterns are dominating in television 
programs, for good or ill. 

Television, like radio, aims at a mass 
audience, which means that it will at- 
tempt to present programs that appeal to 
the largest number of 
people possible. Programs 
which appeal to a selected 
audience with cultivated 
tastes in music and drama 
and an appetite for seri- 
ous discussion will be 
relatively few. 

Live telecasts of news 
events will increase in num- 
ber and these will appeal 
to.the serious as well as to 
some of the less serious in 
the total audience. Perhaps 
the television camera will 
make it harder for demagogues to fool all 
of the people even a part of the time—so 
long as television itself remains free of 
political control. Insincerity is relatively 
easy to spot when you watch a speaker 
close-up. 

The social significance of television, how- 
ever, will continue to be debated for some 
time, Meanwhile the popularity of television 
is increasing with Paul Bunyan strides. To- 
day 2,000,000 television sets are receiving 
programs from 73 stations in 44 cities. 

The investment in receivers alone will ex- 
ceed one billion dollars by the end of this 
year when it is estimated the number of 
sets installed will total more than 3,000,000. 
At the present time, there are 466 different 
models of television sets rolling off the pro- 
duction lines of 77 manufacturers.

Some Victims of Television 
Now Using Medium Themselves. 


The poll makers continue to take the tem- 
perature of the television audience and pre- 
dict the demise or partial demise of radio, 
movies, magazines, newspapers, spectator 
' gports, book publishers, the house-to-house 
salesman, and social conversation. 

However, there are indications that pre- 
dicted victims of television have discov- 
ered that they can profitably use the pe- 
culiar abilities of this new medium. Mo- 

‘tion picture houses in New York, Phila- 

delphia, Chicago and Los Angeles are 
equipped or are being equipped to 
flash television on their huge screens. 
R.C.A. is now offering a $25,000 unit that 
will receive television, magnify the pic- 
ture, and project it with amazing clarity 
and definition on the theater screen. In 
the past, there have been sneak previews 
and tests of this equipment and of the 
Paramount intermediate film-storage sys- 

tem in which the television picture is con- 

verted to a film and projected on the 

screen in less than a minute. 

A theater showing of television was ad- 
vertised for the first time on June 22 when 
the Ezzard Charles-Joe Walcott fight was 
featured at the Paramount Theater in New 
York and at the Fabian-Fox Theater in 
Brooklyn. Both theaters attracted capacity 
crowds and at the Paramount, the patrons 
paid the regular price of $1.50 for the fight, 
a Bob Hope movie and a stage show.

The potential effect of television on at- 
tendance at aports events has received care- 
ful consideration and an unusual amount of 
publicity. The analyses have ranged from a 
thorough study by a professional survey 
company, financed by the major league 
baseball teams, to a tavern-to-tavern survey 
on foot by a boxing promoter whose friends 
had told him they weren’t going to pay to 
see his fights as long as they could see them 
free on television. 

After discussing the information obtained 
in their survey, the major league baseball 
teams decided to go ahead with television 
with each team to make its own decision as to 
the number of games to be televised and the 
price to be-charged for the television rights. 
Phillip Wrigley, president of the Chicago Na- 
tional League Baseball Club, gave Chicago 
television stations the right to televise all of 

the Cub games on a no- 
charge basis. Tho asking 
price for television rights to 
some sports events has beer 
prohibitive, but in most 
cases an agreement has been 
reached after prolonged 
negotiations. Some _ sports 
promoters have paid to have 
their events telecast. 

The established sports 
promoter, who is interested 
in his sports enterprise be- 
yond tomorrow’s game or 
next month’s bout, has rec- 

ognized the tremendous long-range value of 
reaching the television audience and -sell- 
ing them on his particular sport. He has 
also watched the discouraging experiments 
of some promoters who have refused all of- 
fers for television rights to an event in the 


television camera would automatically in- 
sure a capacity crowd. The television fee 
has been lost and the spectators have dtayed 
away. It is becoming evident that a good 
sports attraction will draw well with tele- 
vision, a poor sports attraction will not be 
helped by the exclusion of television. 

Most observers are reserving final judg- 
ment on the ultimate effects of television on 
the American economy but everyone is 
agreed that repercussions and changes will be 
felt over a wide area. In the June issue of 
Nation’s Business Harland Manchester says 
the impact of television is like ‘“Ford’s 
Model T and the resultant revolution in 
roads, real estate, and romance.”’ 

And if television critics don’t like a pro- 
gram, Frank Stanton, president of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, added in a 
recent address, they should simply tune in| 
another program or wait until “something 
they do like is on the air.” 

“‘We find that most of the people, most 
of the time, want entertainment from their 
mass media,” says Stanton. 

“The people of ‘high culture’ don’t often 
come into contact with books and magazines 
and phonograph records which they person- 
ally don’t like. Certainly, they don’t very 
often bring them into their homes. 

“But when they turn on their radios or 
television sets, what happens? , 

“In comes a program not designed for 
them but for other people; not approved by 
them, however much it may be approved by 
millions of other people. 

“I think they tend to resent these pro- 
grams as much as they do because this rep- 
resents, in a sense, an invasion of their 
homes. So they. get emotional indeed about 
‘how awful’ radio programs are, instead of 
simply turning the dial to another program, 
or waiting until something they do like is 
on the air. 

“They tend to say:.‘Such programs 
shouldn’t be on the air,’ instead of saying 
more accurately: ‘I don’t like them—but 
other people do.’ ”’

Francis Miller, Candidate for 
Governor, Was .Rhodes 
scholar, Colonel on Gen.

WASHINGTON, July 2. 

T HE normally self-satisfied Democratic 

bosses of Virginia are wondering 

whether it’s their turn to be thrown out 
of power. For the first time in a quarter 
of a century the redoubtable machine of 
Senator Harry Flood Byrd is under attack 
from two sides in the August 2 primary 
that will select the Governor for the next 
four years. 


The Byrd machine, unlike the sordid 
political organizations of such deposed 
bosses -as Pendergast of Missouri, Crump of 
Tennessee and Hague of New Jersey, is 
really an escalator reaching from the 
county court houses to the state legislature 
and capitol, It is not the usual city grouping 
that can pile up enough votes in one place 
to swing a statewide election. Nor is it a 
rabble-rousing, personal set-up that gave 
“One Gallus Gene” Talmadge power in Geor- 
gia and Coley Blease in South Carolina. 


In Virginia, politics is “respectable,’’ dig- 
nified, unambitious and unimaginative. The 
state is contented but not corrupt. The Byrd 
machine is run by and for the “best’”’ people; 
it has been called a “Sbenevolent despotism” 
for the upper class of business men, farmers 
and professional people. 


Virginia Is Not Noted 
For Social Service Record. 


Under successive “economy” administra- 
tions it has piled up cash surpluses in the 
state treasury, given the state a fine road 
system and has sent able, conservative men 
to the national legislature. 

It has also kept rich Virginia near the 
bottom in the annual list of educational 
facilities, in social welfare and 
in care of mental paticnts and the aged. 

On the slow but efficient escalator, two 
beneficiaries of Byrd’s power are fighting 
for top place to succeed bulky, jovial Gov. 
William M.° Tuck, who is not eligible for 
re-election. 

The machine eandidate is John §S. Battle, 
a Charlottesville attorney and chairman of 
the finance committee of the state senate, 
whose background is in keeping with Byrd 
traditions. The candidate trying to shove 
him aside is a former Byrd man, Horace 
H.- Edwards, former Mayor of Richmond and 
until recently chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. Edwards doesn’t 
criticize the machine itself, hoping to get 
enough organization support for victory but 
ij temporarily at least he is no longer one 
of the boys. If he won, the machine would 
be merely under new management, with a 
set of new operators. Edwards’s unorthodox 
procedure would be bad enough in a state 
where apathy and the cumulative poll-taxes 
keep the vote down to one fourth of all 
persons of voting age. 


The real discomfiture was created by 
the candidacy of Francis Pickens Miller, 
a New Dealer and Fair Dealer, who is 
trying to wreck the machine by enlarging 
the electorate and by making the Demo- 
cratic party the instrument of all the 
people instead of the small clique of 
families who are protecting their own 
pleasant way of life, . 

What makes matters worse, Miller is a 
member of an old Southern family, a de- 
scendant of the colonial commander in the 
Battle of Cowpens and of the secession. 
Governor of South Carolina. He was gradu- 
ated from Washington and Lee University, 
won a Rhodes Scholarship from Virginia 
and had a distinguished record in both 
World Wars. He swas a staff colonel to 
Gen. Eisenhower at SHAEF and has rows 
of American and foreign decorations, topped

The fourth candidate, an outsider, is 
Remmie Arnold of Petersburg, a fountain 
pen manufacturer, whom local observers put 


‘well to the right of machine-backed Battle. 


Because of Arnold’s conservative views, he 
is not expected to get many votes, but those 
votes may be crucial. 

The “invisible organization” in Virginia 
goes back-to colonial days and self-made 
Senator Byrd is only the symbol of its 
present day power. He is now devoting most 
of his attention to national affairs, talking 
for “economy” and generally voting with 
the Senate Republicans. The actual boss is 
Gov. Tuck, whose control of the three-man 
State Compensation Board, which, within 
statutory limits, can set the salaries and 
expenses for most of the key state, city and 
county offices. This board and the poll tax 
law, which Senator Byrd’s father as a state 
Senator helped to write into the state 
constitution are the instruments that have 
enabled the ruling clique to perpetuate itself. 

There is no open intimidation in Virginia 
as there was in Missouri during Tom Pend- 
ergast’s rule. Negroes are allowed to vote 
—Richmond has a Negro city councilor 
and two Negroes are running for the legis- 
lature—and the Compensation ‘Board's 
power is used with discretion. Its ‘mere 
existence, however, is usually enough to 
keep officeholders in line.

Instead of Small Clique. 


At the November election, the voters will 
have a chance to abolish this tax but the 
Byrd-Tuck General Assembly wrote in a 
couple of jokers. The proposition to repeal 
the tax would also authorize the legislature 
to provide literacy tests and to make the 
present cumbersome system of registration 
more complex although shortening the inter- 
val between registration and election to 
four months.

Battle ridicules talk about the power of 
the Byrd-Tuck organization, saying: 

“This so-called iniquitous machine is 
nothing more nor less than a very loosely 
knit group of Virginians—no membership, 
no roll, but simply the people in Virginia 
who usually think alike, who are interésted 
in the welfare of Virginia, who are su- 
premely interested in giving Virginia good 
government and good public servants—and 
they usually act together. ... 

“The only excuse, the only reason, the 


ing together for this commonwealth is their 
desire to furnish good government .. . and 
if that be a crime, then I am guilty of it.” 

Miller, however, disagrees, declaring: 

“‘Hand-picked candidates feel respon- 
sible not to the people but to the machine 
and avoid popular discussion of funda- 
mental issues. The one-party states, which 
is the ideal of the Byrd machine, does 
not tolerate differences of opinion. It is 
possible for political leaders who mistrust 
the people to condition the people gradu- 
ally to forego their freedom and quit 
behaving as free men. This has been 

quietly happening in Virginia over a 
period of years.” 

In general terms, Miller is urging that 
Virginia join the other states in social 
welfare legislation. This is against the 
“economy” rule started by Byrd and fol- 
lowed by his successors. 


Machine Candidate Has Edge 
In the Race for Governorship. 


Public schools In Virginia are so poor 
‘that the growth of its part of the metro- 
politan Washington area on the Potomac 
river has been retarded. Many couples with 
children prefer:to live in the District of 
Columbia or across the line in Maryland 
because better schools are available there. 

The machine’s economy-mindedness has 
also borne heavily on public health, 

Virginia has undisputed place at the 
bottom of the list in the total per capita 
Federal funds obtained for such things as 
old-age pensions, aid to dependent children 
and assistance to the blind. 

Miller has not failed to point out these 
things, but in the opinion of impartial ob- 
servers he has been guilty of conducting 
his campaign on an “excessively high 
plane,” and of talking in abstractions. 


In most political contests, the machine 
candidate has the advantages of superior 
precinct organization and the habits of 
the voters. This is especially true in 
primaries. For these reasons, Battle is 
given the edge, at this writing, for 
victory. 

In Virginia, however, only a plurality— 
not a majority—is necessary to win. The 
estimated population of Virginia for 1948 
was 3,029,000. Of. these, the state political 
experts say, only 300,000 to 350,000 will 
go to the primary polls next.month, with 
350,000 regarded, as a high figure. In a 
four-man race, with Battle, Edwards and 
Arnold splitting the conservative and ma- 
chine vote, Miller is given a good but not 
an even chance. Some of his followers think 
he may squeeze through if he gets 115,000 
votes.

Impression of 
‘Red’ Trials

UNE, 1949, will go down in postwar his- 
Jen as the month in which three federal 

trials involving questions of Communism 
in one way or another competed for head- 
lines in the newspapers of the United States. 
While in Washington and New York re- 
cently, this writer had quick looks at all 
three of these trials. First he attended 
the trial of 11 of the American Communist 
high command for alleged conspiracy to 
teach and advocate the overthrow and de- 
struction of the United States Government 
by force and violence. 

Then he listened in at the trial of former 
State Department official Alger Hiss, who 
is doubly charged with perjury in that he 
told a federal grand jury in New York that 
he did not pass State Department docu- 
ments to Whittaker Chambers and that he 
did not see the former Communist spy ring 
courier after Jan. 1, 1937. 

Finally the writer heard a segment of 
the strange defense of Judith Coplon, for- 
mer Justice Department employe, found 
guilty last Thursday and sentenced on Fri- 
day to serve concurrently 40 months to 10 
years in prison for spying for Soviet Russia 
and one year to three for theft of secrets. 


Decorum of the Trials 
Disturbed by Lawyer Palmer. 


In the periods under observation, all the 
trials were models of decorum except that 
of the now convicted 28-year-old graduate 
of Barnard College. There the disturbance 
came not from the soft-spoken, dark-haired 
defendant—at other times of course her 
manner ranged from dramatic to hysterical 
—but from her lawyer, Archibald Palmer. 
A short, heavy-set, highly-charged individ- 
ual, he badgered his client on the witness 
stand just about as much as he baited the 
prosecution staff. 

The uninformed visitor to the courtroom 
might well have thought that Palmer was 
opposed to Miss Coplon and that he was 
handling her in a rough cross-examination. 
But clearly she knew all about his manner 
and was not troubled. Though he had al- 
ready been twice fined for his conduct in 
court, the bellicose Palmer went far enough 
several times to be warned by Missouri's 
senior Federal Judge, 76-year-old Albert L. 
Reeves, who was presiding with closest 
attention. 

Testimony that day brought out the fact 
that Miss Coplon had signed the loyalty 
oath required by the Department of Justice 
of its employes. She said she found the 
idea of taking the oath “revolting” but 
that she could do it in good conscience 
because “I’ve always been loyal to the 
United States.”’ 

Recalling that remark and noting the 
verdict and the sentence and Judge 
Reeves’s comment that he “thoroughly” 
approved, the question inevitably arises 
whether a loyalty oath is any part of a 
guarantee that the taker of the oath will 
be, as a consequence, loyal to the United 
States. 

Seats were at a premium at the Coplon 
trial and from the long line in the corridor 
an occasional would-be spectator or two 
was admitted when some one left. The 
Hiss trial also was well attended but there 
was room for more auditors at the trial of 
the Communist leaders. Not only had it 
gone on much longer than the others, but 
it promised to continue indefinitely. 

While the writer was in the trial of the 
Communist leaders, Abraham Isserman, one 
of the defense lawyers, was examining de- 
fendant Green of Illinois—not Dwight 
Green, but Gilbert Green, chairman of the 
Communist party in lllinois. Though Green 
was later remanded by Judge Harold R. 
Medina for contemptuous conduct, he was 
propriety itself in the chair that day. 

Indeed, he was co-operative enough to 
undermine one of the defense’s main points, 
namely, that the American Communist party 
is not a criminal conspiracy under the 
secret domination of Moscow. The quiet, 
almost shy Green said that the party’s 
American high command did not vote to 
reorganize the party in 1945 until after 
this action had been called for by Jacques 
Duclos of France, former member of the 
Communist International’s executive com- 
mittee.

Little Interested in Testimony. 

The 10 co-defendants, white and Negro, 
sat without visible show of interest. Schol- 
arly Judge Medina put in a bit of guidance 
now and then, and Isserman got along with- 
out too many objections from District Attore- 
ney John F. X. MeGohey.

About Jack-in-the-Pulpit 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Ever since I was a small boy, I have 
been fascinated by the strange form of 
the Jack-in-the-Pulpit. Not until late 
years, however, did I know that the 
Indian turnips the schoolboys ,used to 
carry around in their pockets, which 
could prick your tongue like a thousand 
sharp needles, were the rootstocks of 
this peculiar flower. ’ 

Growing in rich, moist soil in the 
deep woods, Jack is a shy flower and 
is not particularly noted for his -beauty. 
But he makes up for this in autumn 
by producing a compact cluster of 
bright red berries. Bring these into the 
house and they add a touch of bright- 
ness to a room all winter. 

But don’t get the impression that all 
such clusters of red berries, similar in 
every way to those produced by the 
Jack-in-the-Pulpit, are really the seed 
cluster of this flower. This I discov- 
ered when, one autumn, I dug up some 
rootstocks of these bright berries and 
set them in a cool, shady place in my 
-back yard. 

The next spring there grew from 
these, not Jacks-in-the-Pulpit, as I ex- 
pected, but a closely related flower, a 
kind I had never seen before. This got 
me to searching through a book I have 
on natural history, and I found that I 
had what the nature men call a Green 
Dragon, dracontium. 

And what is a Green Dragon? How 
does it look? Certainly not much like 
the Jack-in-the-Pulpit. Yet it belongs 
to the same family, has the same habits 
of growth, a similar rootstock, and, as 
before-mentioned, the same cluster of 
bright red berries in autumn. 

Those familiar with the Jack-in-the- 
Pulpit will know that it grows from the 
fork of two branches which terminate 
in trifoliate leaves. The flower of the 
Green Dragon grows from the side of 
a husky stem that terminates in multi- 


form leaves which look much like those | 


’ of a rubber plant. 


The flower itself is peculiar. Though - 


it is somewhat like the Jack-in-the-Pul- 
pit, the inner part sends out a long, 
siender shoot, much like the old-fash- 
ioned .steel knitting needles. The pur- 
pose of this I have not seen explained, 
and so it remains for me one of the 
of nature.

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He Was Adrift 133 Days 


Despite the many pressing affairs involving 
the 140,000,000 citizens of this country, the Sen- 
ate has found time to take up the case of Poon 
Lim. It has passed and sent to the House a 
bill to give Poon Lim permanent residence in 
the United States. 

Poon Lim is just a 32-year-old Chinese sea- 
man in the United States merchant marine. But 
in April, 1943, when the German submarines.

lines. He was rescued from a liferaft after 133 
days adrift, the sole survivor of a British 
freighter torpedoed in November while en route 
from Capetown to Dutch Guiana. He had sur- 
vived 50 days longer than man was ever known 
to live on a raft or in a lifeboat. 

His food ran out after 55 days and his water 
after 65, but he caught rain and used a bent 
nail on a string for catching fish. His account 
of his experiences was of great value in teaching 
other mariners the best procedure for survival 
adrift and it also raised morale. 

In granting Poon Lim a permanent residence 
in this land, the nation will be taking fitting 
recognition of the fortitude, tenacity and ingenu- 
ity shown by an humble Chinese who did his 


bit in the war.

at Aspen, Colo. Dr. Schweitzer’s list of distinc- 
tions is formidable. He is the foremost living 
authority on the music of Bach, an organist, an 
organ builder, a philosopher, physician and 

Dr. Schweitzer’s spiritual kinship with Goethe 
makes him a particularly appropriate spokesman 
for those engaged in honoring the poet- 
philosopher of Weimar. Like Goethe, he is the 
universalist who sees all human beings as mem- 
bers of one community. Again like Goethe, he 
is the thinking man who became equally suc- 
cessful in the field of concrete achievement. 

Out of a feeling of shame for the white man’s 
treatment of the less fortunate races, Dr. 
Schweitzer gave up his post at Strasbourg Uni- 
versity and moved into “the heart of darkness” 
—French Equatorial Africa—and set up a hos- 
pital for the natives. 

The moral effectiveness of this little mission 
has been incalculable, not only in the immediate 
area but throughout the world. Yet it is charac- 
teristic of Dr. Schweitzer that he thinks of his 
work largely in terms of the suffering it re- 
lieves. To see the look of pain disappear from 
a patient’s face, he said at one time, was reward 
enough for anything he had undertaken. 

Dr. Schweitzer is therefore not only an ex- 
ample of moral elevation but a pattern of prac- 
tical action for anybody whatever his gifts or 
his limitations. Not everyone can be a prime 
shaker or the author of grandiose systems and 
far-reaching projects. But everyone has an 
area of effectiveness. So whoever says “the 
world’s troubles are too great; I ¢an do nothing” 
also has an answer and a rebuke in the life of 
Albert Schweitzer. 

Dr. Schweitzer’s presence in the United 
States, and on his first visit, comes at a time 
when a counsel of despair as to the future of 
humanity has found a too wide acceptance. 
Those so affected could hardly Go better than 
examine the words and deeds of this man who 
by losing his life has found it. Few in the 
world today are as well equipped to offer an 
antidote to despair.

Thanks to the Washington Post, some words 
of the late Chief Justice Harlan Fiske Stone 
are getting new attention at a time when their 
wise counsel is needed even more than when 
they were first spoken 25 years ago. 

When Stone became Attorney General in the 
Coolidge Cabinet in 1924, the deportation de- 
lirium under A. Mitchell Palmer was still a hor- 
rible memory around the Department of Jus- 
tice. Noting the unfortunate part of the FBI 
in that hysterical misuse of authority, Attorney 
General Stone selected J. Edgar Hoover as di- 
rector of the agency and gave him this sound 
guidance: 

The Bureau of Investigation is not con- 
cerned with political or other opinions of in- 
dividuals. It is concerned with their con- 
duct and then only such canduct as is for- 
bidden by the laws of the United States. 
When a police system passes these limits, it 
is dangerous to the proper administration 
of justice and to human liberty, which it 
should be our first concern to cherish. With- 
in these limits, it should rightly be a terror 
to the wrongdoer. 3

Bishop of Chicago, stood beside John L. . 


Lewis on the platform at a huge CIO rally 
in the Chicago Coliseum. The rally had 
been summoned to support the CIO’s or- 
ganizing drive in the packing industry. 


The rough, tough Big Four meat pack- 
ers were bitterly resisting, as they had re- 
sisted all previous efforts to unionize “the 
jungle” of Packingtown. But something 
was different this 
time,

into Packingtown to 
organize the Back of 
the Yards Council, a 
strange new instru- 
ment of democracy 
which lined up neigh- 
borhood merchants, 
clergymen, politi- 
cians, and real-estate 
owners on the side of 
ve workers.

The Auxiliary Bishop of Chicago stood 
on the platform beside John L. Lewis and 
invoked the benediction of God on the CIO 
rally. Some of Chicago’s most powerful

Gunmen had 
sprayed bullets through the windows of 
a restaurant where he usually ate lunch. 


The Bishop Was on Their Side 


But he joined the throngs at the Coll- 
seum to explain what he took to “be his 
“duty as a priest of God and a guardian 
of our youth.” The packing-house work- 
ers went out to win their strike knowing 
that the Bishop was on their side. 


In the First World War, he was a Navy 
chaplain at Great Lakes, whefe he distin- 
guished himself by indefatigable service 
during a devastating flu epidemic. Back 
in Chicago after the armistice, he became 
chaplain at the Cook County Jail, It was 
there that he conceived his great idea: A 
Catholic Youth Organization, a sort of lay 
branch of the church, designed as a bul- 
wark against the social influences that put 
dead-end kids on the road to crime. 


Cardinal Mundelein, whose name is still 
exalted in Chicago, took note of the young

His Place in the Hierarchy 


aay nothing of the churches themselves. 
Conscious of the criticism that has been 
directed against him for “imprudence,” he 
also has advised his brethren not to con- 
fuse prudence with basic compromise. 


“The mission of the church,” he said, “is 
to witness to truth and justice, and to hold 
constantly before the world the flaming 
torch of the integral, pure, austere, undi- 
luted Christian message.” 


It was inevitable that he should be la- 
beled a “Red Bishop.” He has never made 
any secret of his revulsion to Communism, 
but at the same time he is temperamental- 
ly unable to fix his attention on remote 
evils while neglecting those before his 
eyes. This has led him to the conclusion 
that the only test of an economic system 
is how well it fulfills its purpose. 


American business, he often says, “has 
not learned a very simple thing—that the 
dollar is not an almighty god, but that 
human beings are very precious.” If busi- 
ness cannot employ workers, then govern- 
ment, he argues, “is bound by its very na- 
ture to employ all its resources to secure 
all citizens this essential right to work.” 


“The Beginning and the End” 


He denounces propaganda which seeks 
to sell the idea that democracy is synony- 
mous with capitalism. “To make democracy 
subservient to an economic system which 
measures life solely in terms of material 
values,” he has said, “is to pervert it com- 
pletely.” 

In 1946, when the postwar witch hunt 
was shifting into high gear, Bishop Sheil 
addressed first convention of the Amer- 
ican Vete Committee. He tried to ex- 
plain his attitude toward Communism. 


“Many men raise the Red scare of Com- 
munism whenever: plans for social im- 
provement are proposed,” he said. “But 
America has nothing to fear from Commu- 
nism if we have here a social order that 
regards man as ‘at the same time the be- 
ginning and the end of life in human 
society.’ People who are well-fed, well- 
clothed, and well-housed are not inter- 
ested in Communism.” 


It can safely be said that the Bishop is 
not blind to the shortco of labor. On 
several occasions he has advised the unions 
to get rid of their racketeers and Commu- 
nist leaders, both of whom are, he believes, 
“a scandal to the entire labor movement.” 
But he has never considered either rack- 
eteers or Communists as the principal 
items of interest on the labor landscape.

He has served as co-chairman of the

Religion Ineffective in Fight 
Against Communism, Weller Says, 
Because of Disunity, Lack of Plan 


Reds Regard Church Merely as Political 
Party and Link Minor Clergy With Trea= 
son— Spiritual Measures of Christianity’ 
Arrayed Against Weapons of Persecution,

HE hardest lesson Christianity is learning, reviewing organized. 
religion’s setbacks in central Europe, is that a church, to Com- 
munists, is only a political party, The weaponless forces of 
religion are losing ground to the totalitarian state. Without outside

The decline in business has had 
a direct effect on thinking. At 
the end of 1948 six out of ten 
economists were of the opinion 
that’ business throughout 1949 
would be fairly stable. Three 
months later, once the decline got 
under way, only 44 per cent held 
to that position. And now the 
“faithful” are down to 6 per cent. 

Moreover, in December 1948, 
only one out of seven figured o 
a production drop of 10 per cen 
to 20 per cent. None figured on 
more than 20 per cent. Today 
seven out of 10 figure on a drop 
of 10 per cent to 20 per cent, and 
one out of eight on more than 20 
per cent... 

“Spiral Still Operates.” 

One economist wrote: “I was 
off badly last time on production 
—too optimistic. Now I may be 
too pessimistic, but I don’t see 
anything to indicate the .comple- 
tion of the present adjustment 
before the middle or the fall of 
next year.” 

Another disagrees with the 
widely prevalent theory that this 
readjustment is “different.” He 
argues: “In previous declines, 
peaks of output were never all 
reached at the same time. In- 
evitably, increased unemployment 
led to decreased income and then 
to decreased purchases which led 
to further increases in unemploy- 
ment. That spiral is still opera- 
tive.” 

The pattern of things to come, 
as the consensus sees it, is this: 

Recovery will set in in the 
second half of 1950. The Federal 
Reserve Board’s index of indus- 
trial production, which regis- 
tered 174 in May and probably 

170 in June, will go down to 
162 and then recover to 168 by 
December 1950. The price trend 

will be down throughout the 
coming 18 months. The BLS 
wholesale price index, now 
around 153, will hit 144. Farm 

prices will drop from 256 to 231. 

A Fatter Dollar.” 


As a corollary, the consumer 
dollar will get bigger. The cost 
of living will go down from 169 to 
158. So not only will weekly pay- 
checks buy more, but the savings 
people have in banks and United 
States bonds will loom larger. 

Production of automobiles and 
trucks is slated to drop from a 
current total of 447,000 a month to 
less than 400,000. Unemployment 
is due to rise frém 3,800,000 to al- 
most 5,000,000 by June 1950. But 
then unemployment rolls will start 
to decline. Department Store sales 
will decline another 9 per cent on 
top of the decline of 7 per cent to 
date. Business failures, now run- 
ning below 800 a month, are ex- 
pected to exceéd 1100. 

Lower Wage Payments. 

Fewer hours of work per week 
will cut weekly wages of workers 
from current levels of $53 to $51. 
Labor economists disagree. They 
say that weekly earnings will be 
more or less stable throughout the 
period. 

The cost of raising money for 
business will not increase much. 
Bond rates will go up ever so 
slightly, and so will commercial 
paper rates. The Federal Reserve 
Board’s re-emphas policy of 
easy money seems to make this 
a conservative guess.

Most Likely Rival. 

Soekarno’s most likely rival for 
first place is the former President, 
Sultan of Jogjakarta, who will 
delicate hands and cautious eyes, 
who has recently been remaining 
carefully in the background. 
Sjahrir is a socialist, and he will 
provide the leadership for what 
the new state will certainly need— 
a left-wing, non-Communist op-

All the Indonesia leaders have 
one thing in common; they all call 
themselves “Doctor” to signalize 
their academic achievements, They 
are all intellectuals, in the Euro- 
pean sense of the word.

There are plenty of lawyers, pro- 
fessors and doctors here, but there 
exist just eight Indonesian engi- 
neers. The Dutch have kept the

The complexity was immediate- 
ly demonstrated when the in- 
troducer of the proposal—Karim 
Azkoul, of Lebanon—told reporters 
that he was partly motivated by 
what he regarded as “misleading” 
coverage of issues at stake in the 
Israeli-Palestine case. 

Azkoul felt that the Arabs had 

not received a fair break in news 
coverage. With that conviction 
in mind as part of his motive, 
he proposed the remedy of im- 
proved news-gathering agencies 
with the improvement to . be 
financed through U. N. programs. 
Azkoul aspired toward the es- 
tablishment or development of 
news-gathering machinery which 
would be impartial, according ‘to 
his lights. 
The rub is hard to define in 
those last four words—“according 
to his lights.” It has been dem- 
onstrated over and over in rec- 
ent turbulent years thate “news” 
or “information” or “truth” is 
elusive and one thing to one man 
ee a different thing to an- 
other. 

‘Five different reporters will 
cover the same story and come 
up with five different versions. 
Five readers will read the story 
and emerge with five different 
conclusions. Where is the “truth” 
in all this? 

Russian citizens reading about 
the U. N. always “know” what 
the “truth” is. It is the version 
approved by their own govern- 
ment and published in their own 
press. Readers in other countries 
are likely to be less sure. 

The members of the U. N, sub- 
commission—twelve information 
experts drawn together from 12 
countries—flirted frequently in de- 
bate and discussion with the word 


“truth.” . 
One Definition. 

The Egyptian expert, Mahmoud 
Azmi, dared to offer his definition 
of “information” as the term is 
used to describe the product dis- 
pensed daily around the world by 
newspapers, Magazines and radio. 
This is what he offered: 
“Information consists of facts 
and ideas reflecting the truth, the 
diffusion of which helps to raise 
the cultural and moral standards 
of humanity and spread the con- 
cept of peace’ throughout’ the 
world.” 

As regards the Russian-Western 
split that bedevils the VU. N, 
and the whole world, Azmi comes 
from a country siding with the 
West, yet his definition imme- 
diately interested the Yugoslav ex- 
pert, Stevan Dedijer, who said 
it sounded like a good definition 
and who asked for a copy of it, 

The key’ portion was the three 
words “reflecting the truth.” Since 
any one has the privilege of de- 
ciding what the “truth” is, Azmi’s 
definition of information could be 
completely satisfactory to any edi- 
tor in any part of the world, re- 
gardiess of which side of which 
curtain he conducted bis news- 
paper, magazine or radio. -

“Information” Called Key. 

The function of the press in 
a free society, he said, in effect, 
was not to start with concentra- 
tion on “truth” either in the philo- 
sophical or indoctrinational sense.

Since “truth” can be most any- 
thing, depending on where you sit, 
the, implication of Binder’s view 
was to adviso the press to for- 
get about that protean word and 
to deploy an army of reporters 
who would return with facts from 
all sides that were reliable. 

At their just-concluded first 
meeting, the new U. N. subcom- 
mission members merely got start- 
ed. They have three more years 
of service. 7 

In some of their debates, the 
American press received criticism 
over and beyond the. expected 
criticism from Russia and Yugo- 
slavia. Both Chile and India had 
some suggestions for American 
editors and publishers. 

Alfredo Silva Carvallo, of Chile, 
complained that some countries 
couldn’t, break into the American 
newspapers unless they suffered 
an earthquake or a _ revolution. 
This wiewpoint was shared by 
several others and in the back of 
their minds there appeared to be 
a practical point. In a time when 
most countries of the world want 
American loans or largesse, they 
would like the best and most fav- 
orable publicity in the American 
press—or at least something more 
than revolutions and earthquakes. 


Basic World Needs. 


When the subcommission came 
to discussing barriers to the free 
flow of information, it developed 
that political barriers were prob- 
ably the least concern, While 
countries like the United States 
fand Great Britiah might say that 
a principal barrier was their in- 
ability to gain admission and free- 
dom of movement for correspond- 
ents in certain countries, the needs 
of other countries turned out to 
be more asic. 

In some countries illiteracy of 
potential newspaper readers was 
a main barrier. Others lacked 
presses and newsprint. Still others 
were too poor to send special 
correspondents to such news 
sources as U. N. headquarters, 
and yet were dissatisfied with the 
coverage supplied to them by the 
standard news agencies. 

The shortage of radio receivers 
in many countries was stressed, 
and that problem was complicated 
by the fact that the principal 
exporters of radio equipment are 
hard-currency countries. 

The subcommission closed its 
first.session at Lake Success with 
a small political twist. Uruguay 
invited the group to hold its next 
meeting in Montevideo, and the 
offer was accepted. 

That means that when the sub- 
commission meets again to dis- 
cuss press and information free- 
dom, it will do so in completely 
free Uruguay, but under the 
shadow of the dictatorship in 
Argentina, where press and infor- 
mation freedom is in dubious 


status, at best.

Am American Military Govern- 
Ment report says a street cleaner 
in Baden recently sued a citizen 
there for an “insult to his offi- 
celal honor.” 

A resident of Fulda was found 
guilty of insulting the official 
honor of the mayor of the city 
and the chief executive of the 
county and fined 200 marks ($60) 
because he had said the mayor 
was the county official’s ventrilo- 
quist’s dummy. 

A stonemason in the town of 
Ziegenhain was found guilty on 
a similar charge and sentenced to 
a fine of 35 marks, ($15) or a 
week in jail for calling a local 
official a “jughead.” 

Housing Trouble. 


In another such, case, the city 
housing office in Stuttgart requi- 
sitioned an apartment on the 
pretext that Military Government 
wanted it, and then assigned the 
flat to a German family. The 
evicted resident filed a complaint 
against the housing authorities 
and a court ruled in his favor. 
The housing office, however, re- 
fused to let the former occupant 
move back into his apartment, 


The evicted tenant thereupon 
wrote a letter to the mayor of 
Stuttgart galling the housing au- 
thorities’ ‘behavior “stupid petti- 
foggery.” 

The mayor and the state Min- 
ister of the Interior preferred 
charges against the tenant, alleg- 
ing that he had insulted the honor 
of officialdom, and a local court 
found the citizen guilty as charged 
and fined him. 

Documents Sacred. 

The typical German official’s 
reverent regard for the sanctity of 
official documents, including post- 
al receipts, was brought out in 
still another case. 

A resident of Waiblingen was 
informed by relatives in the United 
States that they had sent him sev- 
eral food and other packages, but 
he had received only on or two, 
so he checked up at the post office. 
He found there that the signatures 
on some of the receipts for pack- 
ages addressed to him were not 
his or those of any member of his 
family. He charged the postal 
clerk with forgery and embezzle- 
ment. 

At the trial, officials testified 
that the post office considers it 
proper for its clerks to sign re- 
ceipts. instead of the addressee 
because “farmers usually have 
dirty hands. and deface the offi- 
cial documents while _ signing 
them.” 

The postal clerk was thereupon 
acquitted, but he in turn charged 
the complainant with having in- 
sulted the honor of an official, and 
the citizen was found guilty and 
fined. 

“Military government officials,” 
says the military government re- 
port, “in observing the application 
of the law, have found the public 
to be reluctant to criticize anyone 
in an official position for fear of 
hearing the familiar civil servant 
retort: I must report what you 
have just said to my superiors 
(for possible action under these 
sections of the German criminal 
code.’”

Tactical Instruction Lacking. 

Clergymen in the Communists’ 
power are left to invent their 
own methods of making their de- 
feats count for whatever they 
can. How should a man of God 
act when his bishop is arrested? 
When his deacons are terro ? 
When his mail is stopped? When 
his seminary must teach dialec- 
tical materialism ‘and atheism? 

Rome has been expected to of- 
fer some manuals of tactics to 
exploit these situations, as Com- 
munists exploit the most minor 
moves against their party, but 
such manuals do not exist be- 
cause counter-tactics have not 
been developed here. 

Thus the clergymen in Com- 
munist-held countries are un- 
trained guerrillas. No set of rules 
on “how to make your martyr- 
dom count for plenty” can be 


of Communist devices is known. 
By that time, however, it may be 
too late. 

Reds’ Disintegrating Method. 

In Germany the Communists 
are ready to invent as many 
clubs, societies, federations, and 
‘1 pseudo-political nuclei as are nec- 
essary to swamp real political 
parties. They apply the same tech- 
nique to churches in Central 
Europe. 

In Prague the state’s Actio Cat- 
tolica was rigged up to sap the 
strength from the Vatican’s Cath- 
olic action. 

The téchniques for disintegrat- 
ing and degrading different 
faiths, Rome is now realizing, are 
the same as those laid down in 
Lenin’s pamphlet on reformism

Why the Audience for 
Poetry Is Disappearing

HE ‘gulf that separates con- 
: temporary poetry from the 
‘™® vast body of literate human- 
Aty is wider than ever before in 
‘history.. The poet always has a 
@maller audience than the novel- 
ist of equivalent stature, or even 
the essayist. The greater density 
of meaning in poetry, its freer 
use of allusion and symbolical 
devices, its subtle disposition of 
thyme and meter requires a high- 
er degree of perceptiun in the 
feader than less formalized ex- 
ression. Even so it is safe to 
gay that Shakespeare, Milton, 
Keats, Shelley or Whitman stood 
jn-a closer relationship to the 
society of their periods than 
John Crowe Ransom or Hart 
Crane. Nor is the difference 
merely one of degree. It is a 
matter of accessibility.

MONG the great poems of 
A the English language are 

many ‘which do not yield 
their full meaning or their full 
value at once. Coleridge’s 
“Christabel” is a work of depth 
and psychological complexity and 
its obscurities were the subject of 
speculation, controversy, analysis 
and even accusations of immoral- 
ity at the time of its publication 
and since. Roy P. Basler in his 
book “Sex, Symbolism and Psy- 
chology in Literature” (Rutgers 
Press) applies Freudian ‘analysis 
to this poem with interesting, 
though not necessarily conclusive 
results. : 

Without benefit of any an- 
alysis, however, and with no 
previous knowledge of the poet, 
any moderately perceptive reader 
will receive a definite impression 
at his first encounter with 
“Christabel.”’ The surface aspects 
of the narrative are perfectly 
clear; the atmosphere is heavy 
with the implications of evil 
forces at work. Geraldine is ob- 
viously some kind of supernatur- 
al or preternatural creature— 
possibly a vampire—and Christ- 
abel feels the emotions of shame, 
horror and fear. The reader, 
then, gets a clear picture of 
events and a clear suggestion 
that what is moving on the sur- 
face has mysterious and power- 
ful origins. Moreover he is moved 
by the rhythmic flow of the 
language and by Voth the literal 
and figurative beauty of its ex- 
pression. 

Coleridge does not use a cpde 
known only to himself or a 
coterie.

nosis, recommendations or “sen- 
tence served” at the end of a 
record—too often this meaning- 
less activity is accepted as an 
understanding of the individual 
and the dark well-springs of his 
behavior. Some day, society 
must grasp this opportunity to 
incarcerate or to treat—to pre- 
vent murder. | 
Interesting, provocative, Dr. 
Wertham’s investigation into a 
little understood field is valuable 
to and solicits response from the 
fields of journalism, jurispru- 
dence, psychiatry and sociology.

world, Man does not belong, his 
existence is an absurdity in a 
material world. 

“Genevieve” is a study of one 
instance of the suffering which 
must inevitably result. “Is it 
taking a shortsighted view of 
the spirit to believe that not 
metaphysical or intellectual ago- 


‘nies alone, but others also, go to 


make up the conspicuous dignity 
of man? Through the harmo- 
nious interplay of its economic 
crises, its wars and plagues, so- 
ciety teaches one all the suf- 
ferings known to animals.” Even 
the most bestial of our sufferings 
are “greatly aggravated by, the 
existence of the soul.” 

The story is a simple triangle, 
whose heroine never actually ap- 
pears. She is seen only through 
the words of the narrator, who 
has desired and possessed her, 
only to be supplanted by his 
friend James, who in turn en- 
joys her favors only briefly. Of 
his own suffering when he loses 
Genevieve; of James’s suffering 
when he too loses her; of these 


‘things the narrator tells us, ana- 
lyzing each wave of emotion with 


scrupulous Gallic intellectuality, 
and with full attention to each 
pang and its significance, 

The prose of the translation is 
sensitive. But the novel is not 
likely to engage the attention of 
many American readers; as every 
book-club director knows; Ameri- 
can readers want their sufferings 
painlessly assuaged, not pains- 


takingly analyzed.

- quently betrays his affection for 


aristocracy as well as his con- 
tempt for plutocracy, does not 
seally have much hope even for 
the United States.

Gaius Gracchus accepted the new 
order and set the precedent for 
keeping the so-called common 
man happy with a dole. M. de 
Jouvenel seems to believe that 
most men are willing to trade 
liberty for security, and that 
Americans actually did that un- 
der the New Deal. Hence he 
ventures, with many a qualifica- 
tion, to put Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and Adolf Hitler in adjoin- 
ing pigeon-holes. 

The dangers of which he 
speaks are real. The recent his- 
tory of Italy, Germany and Rus- 
sia proves this only -too thor- 
oughly. Even the United States 
has had its Hagues, Pendergasts 
and Longs. It still has some. 
But that hardly proves that an- 
cient Athens and Rome were 
right in granting freedom to 
only a few citizens because 
most men would not really de- 
fend it. We need not go back to 
the days of Aristotle, Aquinas 
and Montesquieu, much as we 
may learn from them. Instead of — 
a slavish security, most modern 
men want a measure of economic 
independence sufficient to make 
their political independence 
meaningful. 

In short, M. de Jouvenel has 
written a learned and provoca- 
tive book, but it would be too 
discouraging to accept all his

NEW YORK, July 2 (AP)—The 
poliomyelitis virus is s far- 
ther and faster so far this year 
than last. . 

By the third week of June, 37 
states had more cases than a year 
ago. The number of new cases 
each week was running about 10 
per cent higher over the nation. 

This could signal the worst year 
yet for poliomyelitis. Last year 
was the second worst in the coun- 
try’s history, with 27,804 new 
cases. . 

There is no way to predict what 
will happen in the next few 
months, the most dangerous ones 
for epidemics. The rate might 
keep going faster and higher, or 
change suddenly. 

36 Pct. Raise Over 1948. 

The Public Health Service re- 
ported 2309 cases by June 19, or 
36 per cent more than last year 
at that time. But more than 900 
of this year’s cases were really 
hangovers from 1948. They came 
from epidemics that began late 
last year, and which did not die 
down until early this year. | 

One danger signal is that the 
virus is so widespread this year, 
seid Dr. Hart BE. Van Riper, medi- 
cal director of the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis. 


That means it may be spread 
easily to people who have not been 
exposed to it in the last few years. 
The best medical guess is that it 
— by person-to-person con-

Potential Danger Areas. , 


The picture in late June, Dr. 
Van Riper said, pointed to two 
potential danger areas. 


One is a circle of Southern 
atates — Texas, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas and Oklahoma. 
The rate this year is higher in all 
of them, and all but Texas 
escaped severe outbreaks last 
year. 

Texas was one of the hard-hit 
atates in 1948, with the epidemic 
centering along the Rio Grande 
valley. This year, most of the 
Texas cases so far are in Tom 
Green county and other. areas 
about 200 miles to the northwest. 

Texas had 555 cases by third 
week in June, compared 501 


against nine; Arkansas 56 agai 
13, and Oklahoma 99 against 14. 

The second potential danger 
area is the northeastern states, 
including New England, The rate 
is up in all those states except 
New York and New Hampshire. 

Densely Populated. 

The states in this region are 
densely populated, and have not 
had bad epidemics recently. New 
England has escaped really severe 
outbreaks since 1935. If an epi- 
demic started in the Northeast, it 
might travel quickly and easily 
because of the crowded population. 

There was no. sign yet of any 
epidemic in this region, Dr. Van 
Riper said. Massachusetts and 
Maine had localized outbreaks, but 
they had not spread outward to 
other areas. 

Massachusetts had 28 cases by 
June 19, compared with, three a 
year before; Maine 10 against 
zero; Connecticut seven against 
one; Rhode Island one against 
zero; Vermont three against one, 
and New Hampshire zero, the 
game as last year.

Expert Points Out It Would Have Only Short 
Water Jump From Alaska—Could Also 


Carry Communications Load. 


By WAYNE OLIVER 

NEW YORK, July 2 (AP)— 
Television, like bus, may 
travel west to go east. It may 
have to head west around the 
hee he — with Europe, 
whic es e opposite 
tion. hi 

Unlike Celumbus, television is 
unable to cross oceans—at least 
by any reliable means thus far 
developed, And the only land 
route to Europe is westward 
through Alaska, across Siberia 
and into Europe by way of Asia. 

There is a water _ gap—the 
Bering Strait—but it fs not too 
long a hop for microwave radio 
beams which are. expected to pro- 
vide the extra wide electronic 
highway needed for international 
television. It is only 36 miles 
across and has Diomede island 
for an added stepping stone. 

Since 40 per cent or more of 
such an international electronic 
highway would be across Russian 
soil, obviously it would be pos- 
sible only with the co-operation 
of Russia and other countries on 
the route. 3 

Best Hope at Present. 

Dr. E. M. Deloraine, technical 
of the International 
Telephone & Telegraph Corp., says 
that at the present time this west- 
ern route appears to offer the 
best hope for a television connec- 
tion with Europe and most of the 
rest of the world. 

Dr. Deloraine, a leading author- 
ity on microwave radio, foresees 
a series of microwave towers 
westward through Asia as the 
basis not only for international 
television, but also as a world 
communications superhighway. 

Even more important than its 
television traffic would be its 
service in carrying hundreds of 
telephone and telegraph circuits 
and facilities for radio network 
connections, facsimile transmis- 
sion of pictures, and other forms 
of communications. 

Deloraine says the land route 
appears to be the most feasible 
one at the present time. The water 
gaps between here and Europe go- 
ing east are too great to be hur- 
dled by microwave beams which 
require relay towers 35 to 50 miles 
apart. 


Like Searchlight Beams. 

These microwave beams travel 
like searchlight beams. They won't 
turn corners or even bend enough 
to follow the curve of the earth. 
So they have to be relayed from 
horizon to horizon by electronic 
towers that pick them up, amplify 
them and send them on their way. 

Dr. Deloraine says a microwave 
link with Europe across the North 
Atlantic might be achieved by the 
use of ships or planes as relay sta- 
tions but he doubts that would be 
dependable or satisfactory. 

“Obviously we have been looking 
east too much and not west 
enough,” he says. -“If you look 
at the map you. will see that to 
the west there is no place where 
the gaps would be too great to 
be bridged.” 

On the other hand, he says, if 
telephone traffic with Europe 
continues to develop as expected, 
it eventually will far exceed the 
capacities of trans-Atlantic. short- 
wave channels that already are 
heavily loaded. 

Add to that the increase in com- 
munications with China, Japan, 
India, the ,.Middle and Near East 
and other parts of the world that 
“will develop: as it should if the 
world is at peace” and “soon we 
won't have enough circuits,” he 
continues. ’ 

A microwave artery going 
would be.capable of carrying this 
tremendous load of telephone and 
other traffic as well as serving as 
a world television link, Dr. De- 


loraine says. He adds that a sim- 
ilar link could be built to South 
America down through the isthmus 
of Panama, 

But they would have to be inter- 
national. undertakings, he points 
out, possibly through the ‘United 
Nations. -. 

Many Technical Requirements. 

Because of the exacting techni- 
cal requirements of communica- 
tions arteries of that type, there 
would have to be standardization 
of equipment and maintenance. 
There would have to be interna- 
tional agreement on routes to be 
followed—particularly on a trans- 
Asiatic link with Europe. Rates 
and countless other details would 
have to be agreed to on-an inter- 
national basis. 

Even after all these had been 
achieved, Dr. Deloraine points out, 
the planning and - construction 
would take a long time—so it’s 
not just around the corner. 

“The technical problems I don’t 
think are insurmountable,” he 
continues, “partly because of pulse 
code modulation.” 

Through this improved method 
of relaying electronic signals, he 
says there would be practically 
no loss of quality in a television 
picture as it traveled—for instance 
—from Paris across Asia, Alaska 
and the western United States to 
New York. 

A major problem that would 
have to be licked, he says, is that 
of a dependable source of power 
for relay towers in isolated areas 
where they might be visited only 
infrequently by #$maintenance 
crews. As yet, he declares, no 
small engine has been developed 
that is reliable enough to operate 
month after month without being 
looked after. He thinks that prob- 
lem will be solved, however. 

Being Used in U. &. 

Microwave relay links are be- 
ing used to an increasing extent 
in this country for heavy com- 
munications traffic and television 
networks. The Bell system has 
one between New York and Bos-

“It would require a new type of 
repeater using a fraction of the 
power of the present type to 
change the picture,” he explains. 

Besides proposals for using 
ships or airplanes to relay tele- 
vision across the Atlantic, there 
also have been suggestions for 
getting signals to Europe by 
bouncing them off the moon or 
planets. : .

WASHINGTON, July 2. 


N eventual showdown on de- 
valuation of the British pound 
sterling is certain. 


The British are reluctant to 
tamper with the foreign exchange 
value of their money, but pres- 
sure comes from European coun- 
tries whose own currencies are 
out of line with real values. 


Pressure also comes from the 
United States Treasury, the United 
States Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration and the International 
Monetary Fund, all pressing for 
a general realignment of foreign 
currencies. 


The big question is: When will 
Britain devalue the pound, or 
when will its economic crisis 
pass? 

Most authorities guess there will 
be no devaluation this summer. It 
may not even come this year. If 
Britain weathers present business 
troubles—even .temporarily — de- 
valuation can be put off. 


The thing to keep in mind is 
this: The value of money rests 
on the attitude of people toward 


Devaluation requires the most 
careful stage setting of any mone- 
tary maneuver. People must be 
conditioned to accept it. Usually 
all the background is thoroughly 
explained as a prelude, then 
overhight — without warning — 
comes the decision. 
The stage now is being set. 


Butter Barometer — Instead of 
payrolls, oyment and indus- 
trial production, some farm ex- 
perts use butter ag an economic 
barometer. 

Butter often is called a “depres- 
sion product.” Production tends 
to be highest in hard times and 
lowest in good times. In hard 
times people drink less milk and 
more is diverted into butter. 


For what it may be worth, but- 
ter production is running nearly 
20 per cent greater than a year 
ago.

The perjury case against the 44- 
year-old defendant, who carved 
out a brilliant Government career 
during the days of the New Deal, 
is expected to go to the jury by 
next Friday, 

He was indicted by a federal 
grand jury last December which 
charged that he lied when he de- 
nied slipping secret Government 
documents to Whittaker Cham- 
bers, avowed former courier for 
a Communist spy ring. . 

If convicted on the two-count 
indictment, Hiss faces a maximum 
of 10 years in prison and a fine 
of $4000. 

The dramatic trial ended its 
fifth week yesterday. 

The trial has been a legal strug- 
gle over the veracity of Hiss, the 
accused, and Chambers, the ac- 
cuser. 


During a full week on the stand, 
Chambers insisted that Hiss was a 
fellow Communist who in 1937 and 
1938 filched secret State Depart- 
ment papers and fed them to him 
for relay to the Red underground.

“Our countries are entered in a 
defense pact, and it is only nat- 
ural that if a defense pact is to 
be of any use, the armed forces 
of those countries should be able 
and accustomed to working to- 
gether,” he said. 


Field Marshal Lord Montgom- 
ery, chief of the Western Union 
military forces, will arrive” tomor- 
row, Adm. McGrigor announced. 
“Monty” will sail with the main 
force for maneuvers in the Bay 
of Biscay beginning Monday. 


McGrigor said the massed fleet 
is the biggest gathering of war- 
ships since Tokyo Bay at the end 
of the war.

—Emperor Bao Dai of Viet Nam 
made himself Premier of his own 
Cabinet today. ' 

The Emperor, who was only re- 
cently given back his throne by 
the French Government, an- 
nounced that Gen. Nguyen Van 
Xuan, formerly head of the pro- 
visional government, will be Vice 
Premier, Chief Councillor and also 
Minister of Interior and Defense.

As Premier, Bao Dai carries the 
hopes of the French Government 
that he will be able to bring an 
end to the war that has kept an 
estimated 120,000 troops tied up 
since 1946, when independence- 
seeking nationals led by Ho Chi 
Minh formed an anti-French gov- 
ernment. Moscow-trained Ho Chi 
Minh has declared he will con- 
tinue to wage war. 


Indochina is made up of five 
states—Tonkin, Annam, Cochin- 
china, Cambodia and Laos.

NLRB UPHOLDS STEEL FIRM 
IN DISCHARGE OF FOREMAN 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
Carnegie-Illinois Steel Co, did not 
violate the law in discharging 89 
foremen who refused to do main- 
tenance. work during the 1946 
steel strike, the National Labor 
Relations Board ruled today. 

By a 32 vote the board declared 
the discharges legal on the 
ground the foremen had com- 
mitted “such a serious breach of 
their duty” as to remove them 
from protection of the Wagner 
act. 

Most of the discharges took 
place in March 1946, before the 
Taft-Hartley law was passed. The 
foremen, employ at the com- 
pany’s large Gary (Ind.) plant, 
were members of the Foremen’s 
Association of America. 

The strike was conducted by the 
CIO United Steel Workers of 
America. The Foremen’s Associa- 
tion urged its members to refuse 
to take over the jobs of striking 
rank-and-file workers, but to con- 
tinue the normal duties of fore- 
men. The company tried to keep 
the foremen in the plant after it 
was unable to agree with the Steel 
Workers’ Union on what workers 
should be includéd in a skeleton 
maintenance force.

The insurance commitment is the largest ever made in this dis- 
trict of FHA and one of the largest in the nation, District Commis- 
sioner Hugo P. Albrecht said in reporting the action.

the project is to be supplied by a 
syndicate of six banks, headed by 


the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 
The housing, to occupy a 109- 
acre tract at Brentwood boule- 
vard and Eager road (south of 
Manhasset Village), which has 
been owned by the Frazier-Davis 
Construction Co., will be built, 
owned and operated by the Shelby 
Construction Co., of New Orleans. 
The tract is heavily wooded. 
Personnel of the Land Planning 
Division of the Federal Housing

“Audubon Forest Apartments” 
and streets will be named for 
birds, care being taken not to 
duplicate the names of streets in 
the St. Louis area which already 
bear the names of birds.

Breaking the 
crust releases moisture, and water 
the soil -is 
stirred.” 

Dr. Mehiquist suggests that the 
garden shouldn't be cultivated any 
more than is absolutely necessary.

It is desirable to have a good 
porous soil structure near the sur- 
fate of the ground, but this can 
be accomplished more effectively 
by mulching than by conscientious 
cultivation. Even a light hoeing 
or raking may injure plans, for it 
disturbs feeding roots near the 
surface. 

For a summer mulch is is hest 
to use materials that do not have 
to be removed. Partially 
compost or leaves have good water 
holding capacity, Dr. Mehlquist 
gays, and they allow rain to filter 
through, so that plants benefit 
from light showers. These mate- 
rials furnish some nitrogen and 
various hormones, but other na- 
trients should be added. A good 
procedure is to use 412-4 ferti- 
lizer at the rate of four pounds 
pef hundred square feet—half to 
be applied directly to the soil, and 
the remainder scattered on top of 
the mulching material. At the end 
of the growing season, remnants 
of, mulch can be turned under, 
adding organic matter to the soil. 

Keep Grass Layers 

_A one-inch layer of screened 
compost makes a fine mulch for 
annual flowers. Or if the supply 
is limited, it can be spread one- 
| half inch deep around the plants, 
and covered with coarser mate- 
rials, with a sprinkling of chemi- 
cal fertilizer on top. For large 
perennials three or four inches Of 


compost may be used. 

Grass clippings make a good 
mulch for flowers, but should be 
applied in layers that are two 
inches deep, or less, for thick 
piles of fresh clippings tend to 
heat and burn. Roses have a high 
requirement for organic matter, 
and the ideal (albeit expensive) 
mulch suggested by Dr. Mehiquist 
is well rotted cow manure. If 
other mulches are substituted, it 
is wise to feed thé plants with 


-|}iquid manure or with fertilizer 


‘solution. 

Chopped straw isn’t desirable 
for mulching flower beds, Dr. 
Mehlquist says, since the soi] bac- 
teria that decompose this material 
use up nitrogen at a very rapid 
rate, and that may result in 
starvation of the plants. Ground 
corn cobs probably combine the 
greatest utility and good looks 
with the lowest price. Where 
available, cottonseed hulls make a 
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Peat moss, when applied di- 
rectly from the bale, may actually 
rob mulched plants of moisture. 
The coarser peats, which dre de- 
composed sedges, are most gatis- 
factory for mulching, but it is 
best to obtain.the Moss in the 
fall and to break it up, so that 
winter rains can run through it. 
Buckwheat hulls, which also be- 
long to this inert group, are slow 
to decompose and don’t -take 
water readily. When using any of 
these tough and undecomposed 
materials for mulching it is im- 
portant to keep plants well. sup- 
plied with nitrogen. 

For the vegetable garden, it is 
wise to use organic mulches that 
can be spaded into the ground in 
autumn, if need bé, Grass clip- 
pings or partially decomposed 
leaves and compost make fine 
mulches, and straw is satisfactory 
for tomatoes, potatoes and straw- 
berries. A layer of brush spread 
between rows before the mulch is 
applied provides good aeration, 
and makes a bridgework that 
keeps the soil along these paths 
from being compacted. 

All food crops should be given 
a side dressing, preferably of 
liquid fertilizer, when they are 
mulched. Long season vegetables, 
like tomatoes and broccoli, appre- 
ciate two or three additional feed- 
ings, spaced three or four .weeks 
apart.

FEW ADDITIONS

Writer of Song Fits 
Goes Back to School

NEW YORK, July 2. 

N the day that Mitchell Parish became a grandfather, he cele- 

brated the occasion not by setting ‘em up for the boys at the 

bar, but by cutting his classes at New York University. One 
of the most popular, prosperous and prolific lyricists in song-writing 
business, “Mitch” Parish never | 
had time to start his college edu- 
cation until a couple of years ago. 
For about two decades he had 
been busy in Tin Pan Alley turn- 
ing out the lyrics for such hit 
songs as “Stardust,” “Deep Pur- 
ple,” “Sentimental Gentleman 
“Stars Fell on 
Alabama,” “Sophisticated Lady” 
and “Lilacs in the Rain.” Then 
one day Mitch stopped and took 
stock. He had written the lyrics 
for almost a thousand songs. His 
daughter was married and his son 
was in college. He decided it was 
high time to do something he had 
always wanted to do—go back to 
school. So Mitch went and re- 
cently at New York University 
he received an honor that he 
wouldn’t trade for 10 years of 
royalty checks, He received the 
highly prized Phi Beta Kappa key, BODY -EVER GETS TOO OLD 
token of membership in the TO LEARN. 
nation’s most select honorary scholastic society. Only one other 
junior at N.Y.U. was elected to this society of top-notch scholars, a 
girl who wasn’t even born when Grandpa Parish wrote the words to 
“Stardust” back in 1929.

“I’ve been getting almost straight A’s and I'll get my degree 
next year,” Parish says with considerable pride. “You see I only 
go to school mornings. Tin Pan Alley doesn’t wake up until

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* WHEN THE NEWS CAME OUT THAT Mitch had not only 
been sneaking out mornings to go to school but had turned out to be 
such a good scholar that he made Phi Beta Kappa, he came in for 
some terrific ribbing from the boys in Tin Pan Alley.

four years quietly been going about the business of getting himself a 


college education in the mornings, doing his writing—within the past 
two months two new songs, “Blue Skirt Waltz” and “Carousel of 
Love,” for which he has written the lyrics, have been published—and 
transacting his business with his dozen or so publishers in the after- 
noons. 
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> “THERE WAS A LOT OF KIDDING along the line of the old 
dog. learning new tricks,” Parish smiled, “But Jet me,tell you that 


"an old guy can start to college even when he’s a grandfather and do 


&s well as the kids. I don’t think I had to study any harder than the 
young people in my classes. Of course it’s like anything else in this 
world. You don’t get something for nothing and you don’t get good 
grades without studying, unless you're a genius. But that old busi- 
ness about not being able to teach an old dog new tricks is silly. No- 
body ever gets too old to learn. The only thing is that the more you 
want to learn, the easier it is for you to do it.” 
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@ BORN IN LITHUANIA, MITCH was brought to the United 
States by his parents when he was only 6 months old. Until the age 
of 6, he lived with an uncle on a plantation in Louisiana and was then 
brought to New York where his father had secured a job in the pro- 
duce business. On a scholarship, he went to a cogimercial high school 
and became an expert stenographer. In the same class was another 
expert stenographer, a kid by the name of Billy Rose, who like Mitch 
in later years abandoned his pothooks for show business. “But even 
as a kid I had already begun to.write lyrics,” Parish said. “I knew 
every song that was published and could tell you just by hearing it 
who had written the words and who had written the music. I didn’t 
want to be a stenographer, and I can’t say in those days I ever gave 
much thought to becoming a lyricist. What I really wanted was to 
be a doctor.” 
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@ LACKING THE MONEY FOR A MEDICAL education, Mitch 
did the next best thing. He got himself a job as secretary to the 
superintendent of a New York hospital. “One day there was going te 
be a charity bazaar at the hospital,” he said, “and I wrote a song for 
the little entertainment they were going te put on with the bazaar, 
My boss liked the song so much that he made it his business to intro- 
duce me to the famous music publisher, Jack Mills, and that was my 
beginning in the music business.” Beginning with the Magnificent 
salary of $12'a week, Mitch gradually worked himself up as a com- 
bination specialty material writer and song plugger. He wrote com- 
edy choruses, recitations, and comic patter for vaudeville acts and 
acted as a sort of song doctor for various music publishers. Then he 
began writing his own songs.

HIS “MANANA” IN 1920 SOLD 100,000 copies and “Carolina 
Rolling Stone” in 1922 turned out to be a sizeable hit. From then on 
Mitch was established as a permanent resident of Tin Pan Alley. He 
wrote “Stardust” to the tune by Hoagy Carmichael, “Deep Purple” 
with Peter De Rose, “Sophisticated Lady” with Duke Ellington, 
“Stars Fell on Alabama” with Frankie Perkins and “Stairways to the 
Stars” with Frank Signorelli and Matty Malineck, and many others 
that had at last count added up to almost a found 1000. Sometimes 
Mitch writes the lyrics first and gets somebody to write the music; 
other times song writers bring him a tune and he dreams up the 
lyrics to fit. 
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To aspiring young song writers, he has a few words of ad- 
vice: “In the first place,” he says, “song writing is a very limited 
field. Thousands of people in the United States today fancy 
themselves as undiscovered song writers. Maybe they can write, 
either the lyrics or the music, maybe both. But the best advice 
I. can give them is to regard song writing as a hobby. If they do 
get a song published and even if it turns out to be a hit, they 
still better stick to what they’re doing to earn a living. It takes 
more than one hit song in the music business to Make a man 
enough money to live on.” Re 
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@ AT VARIOUS TEMES IN THE 20 years that Mitch has been 
writing the lyries for hit songs, he has himself taken other jobs to 
keep the larder loaded for his wife and two children. Now 48 years 
old, he says he feels 28. He has been married 25,years—“to the same 
woman”—stands five feet 10 and weighs 180 pounds. “I used to keep 
in shape by working out in the gym,” he says, “but now I do it carry- 
ing English Lit and History books back and forth between home and 
school.

But he has won affection of his 
teammates by his ability‘to take 
the jokes with a grin, and, as 
for the references to his appear- 
ance, he says, “You don’t get base 
hits with your face.” 

Yogi stands 5 feet, 8 inches tall 
and he is almost as wide as he is 
high. But it’s all muscle and an 
average man can’t encircle his 
biceps with both hands. In the 
face he looks a little like a smaller 
edition of the late Bull Montana 
and, in the words of teammate 
Tommy Henrich, he walks around 
swinging his arms like the Italian 
movie comic, Henry Armetta. 
“People stop in their tracks,” says 
Henrich, “and say, ‘Ye gods, who’s 
that?’” 

But when Yogi steps up to the 
plate, swinging his big bat, he 
inspires both respect and amazZe- 
ment beca he can, as he once 
said himself, “hit anything IT can 
reach.” To Yogi, there’s no such 
thing as a bad ball. Or, as one of 
his teammates once put itf there’s 
no such thing as a good ball. He 
has hit home runs right off his 
shoe laces. To- quote Henrich 
again: “He'll hit a home run at 
his knees.: Then again a ball’ will 
come along so high he comes down 
on it like he was swinging a toma- 
hawk—and boom! It’s a home 

n.” 

Yogi first showed signs of be- 
coming an institution on the night 
back in August 1947 when they

HE first time Berra attracted 

Causino’s attention was in a 

soccer game. Berra was, even 
then, built mighty close to the 
ground. He and a boy named Pucci 
started to kick the ball at the same 
time. Berra lifted not only the 
ball, but Pucci completely off the 
ground. The boys.won a soccer 
trophy and Berra, leader of the 
bunch, made a speech, to wit: 
“Now,” he said, “we go for the 
baseball trophy.” 

When Yogi took up baseball it 
was destiny fulfilled. The reason 
the X-ray pictures at Ford hospital 
“showed -nothing” was because 
they had never X-rayed a base- 
ball before. “Yogi” says Causino, 
“lives, eats, talks and dreams base- 
ball. There’s nothing in his life, 
outside his parents and his new 
wife that he loves’ like baseball.” 


As long as he was in a game, he 
was happy. And his home could 
have burned down during a game, 
and he would have been oblivious 
of it, Causino believes, 

Yogi's pal, Joe Garagiola, was 
the same way, but to a lesser de- 
gree. At least Garagiola had a 
date now and then when they got 
older, but not Yogi. His love was 
baseball. It excluded everything, 
including school. This was «a 
source of some concern to his 
parents, who heard the boys speak 


of baseball but didn’t have the 
slightest idea what it was all 
about. 

Yogi’s father, Peter Berra, and 
Joe’s father, John Garagiola, came 
from the old country. They had 
been friends and neighbors for 
years. They worked in the same 
brickyard, they took their lunches 
in identical boxes, and they ate 
together. They talked about this 
thing called baseball, and they 
wondered. 

Yogi, who was called “Laudi” 
in those days because that was as 
near as his mother could come to 
pronouncing Lawrence, quit school 
in his first year ‘in high school 
to work in a shoe factory. This 
came as a blow to everyone but 
his younger sister, Josephine, who 
claimed to be relieved. Laudi had 
been so slow in school, she said, 
she had begun to fear he was 
going to die there. During the 
course of the discussion over his 
quitting, his teacher asked him 
how he liked school. “Closed,” 
said Yogi. ;

VERSEAS he was one of a

In “Painting as a Pastime,” a 
modest but spirited piece of writ-

inexperience by hesitation or ti- 
midity, “His failing,” Newton 
holds, “is that he records the 
ready-made. He has the sensitive 
eye for seeing beauty but he can- 
not create it. His only serious 
fault as an artist is his ‘tourist 
eye’.” 
‘Frankfurter exhorts contestants 
to make use of any point of view, 
not merely expressing “ready- 
made” beauty in the manner of 
Churchill, but taking advantage of 
all -contemporary “dialects of 
painting . .. even unto non-ob- 
jectivity.” 

Amateur standing is assured, 
terms of the contest ‘state, if 
neither one’s major activity nor 
source of livelihood is the practice 
or teaching of painting. Closing 
date is Sept. 1, but the founda- 
‘tion reserves the right to stop ac- 
cepting entry blanks at any time 
it sees fit after receipt of the first 
4000 blanks. Promptness is urged. 

Gold, silver and bronze medals 
will be awarded, and paintings 
winning honors will make up a 
New York exhibition.
